REAL TREAT AWAITS you if you 

plant plenty of bulbs this month 

and next. By now, the stores have 
an ample supply and are offering excel- 
lent buys. 

In the cooler parts of the West it wilh 
pay to get the bulbs into the ground at 
ence. Daffodils. tulips, hyacinths. ra- 
nunculus and anemones prefer October 
planting. But where the weather is hot 
and the soil is still warm, delay planting 
until late November or early December. 

During this period give the bulbs spe- 
cial pre-planting treatment. Store them 
in a refrigerator at a temperature of 36° 
to 38° until just before planting. This is 
the secret for getting long-stemmed 
tulips in the Southern California and 
Arizona hot Daffodils and hya- 
cinths will also benefit.

Bedding Plants 


If you failed to set out bedding plants 
last month for winter bloom, better buy 
plants at once. Use only dependable cool 
weather bloomers such as pansies, violas, 


calendulas. snapdragons and fairy prim- 
And, since this is the season that 
snails, slugs and sowbugs are active, be 
sure to scatter a few metaldehyde 
pellets between the plants the first day 
they are set out. 

If you've never grown pansies or violas 
before, here is a valuable tip to remem- 
ber: set the plants just a little bit higher 
than they were in the flats or nursery 
beds. If set too deeply their crowns may 
rot. 

Pansies and violas still rate as favorite 
ground covers for spring bulbs. Yellow 
daffodils and white violas give a light 
cheerful effect and so do bronze tulips 
with a ground cover of deep blue pansies.

picked in October. If the iob is done 
properly, they will keep well and ripen 
slowly. 

The trick is to select only well-de- 
veloped, firm fruits, leaving a bit of 
stem attached. Then wrap each fruit in 
tissue paper, or newspaper if you can’t 
get tissue, making sure that the toma- 
toes are not bruised as they are wrapped 
and packed. They should be put in 
shallow boxes not more than two layers 
deep and stored in a cool place at about 
40°. 

If you are impatient, you can get them 
to ripen faster by setting a few fruits 
on a sunny window sill in a warm kitchen. 


Garden Jobs 


Though bulbs take the limelight this 
month, there are other gardening jobs, 
that, if done now, will give rewards all 
through the spring. 

Headline the following jobs: Plant 
perennials and biennials that are sold in 
cans; set out annuals that the big bed- 
ding plant producers develop for the 
trade; sow a few seeds of wildflowers 
and hardy annuals; get ready to store 
the summer bulbs that are maturing 
now; and, last but not least, devote some 
time to garden sanitation—the control- 
ling of pests and diseases. 


New Lawns 

October is considered to be a favor- 
able month to begin a new lawn, but you 
must get the seed planted so that it will 
germinate before the fall downpours 
come along.

Tree Peonies 


A tree peony is a shrubby deciduous 
plant, growing from 4 to 6 feet tali; 
it has satiny blooms in late April and 
May. 

Tree peonies like sun except in the 
hottest parts of the West, and in those 
places partial shade is best. Tree peonies 
should be planted in well-drained soil 
and protected from harsh winds. Dig 
generous planting holes—at least 3 feet 
wide and about 2 feet deep.

ANY AMERICAN CITIZENS with past 
M recollections of an early child- 

hood in which the little red 
schoolhouse was pruminent, will rem- 
ber the black hawe (Viburnum pruni- 
folium), an American shrub or small 
tree native from Connecticut and Michi- 
gan to Georgia and Texas.

Today, we may have many exotic fruits 
easily available, but to the country boy 
and girl of years ago there was nothing 
quite as good as coming upon an un- 
expected black haw in full fruit on a 
crisp fall day. 

Normally this may be considered a 
large shrub of about 15 feet in height, 
with small leaves somewhat similar in 
size and shape to those of the plum tree, 
although they are opposite and not alter- 
nate like the plum. These leaves turn a

brilliant red in the fall, especially when 
the plant is grown out in the open sun 
on a rather dry hillside—a setting it 
seems to prefer. 

It has been well recommended for its 
form which resembles that of the haw- 
thorn—dense, well branched and slightly 
flat-topped. 

The flowers are profuse, small and 
white, produced in flat clusters about 
4 inches in diameter during mid-May 
and earlier in the South. They are fol- 
lowed by green fruits that graduafly 
turn a brilliant red and finally blue when 
ripe and edible. Contrary to popular 
belief, it does not take a frost to make 
them palatable for they ripen and can 
be eaten (especially in the South) con- 
siderably before the advent of the first 
frost. These fruits are borne in clusters 
similar to those of all viburnums, and 
each fruit may be as much as a half-inch 


HESE DAYS WHEN MAINTENANCE 
TT costs have reduced the size and pre- 

tentiousness of gardens, fewer 
Italian and Arizona cypresses are being 
planted on the Pacific Coast. Where a 
small bushy evergreen is wanted Cupres- 
sus Goveniana (Gowen cypress) is fast 
hecoming popular. 

When Gowen cypress was first known 
it was considered an unworthy tree be- 
cause in its very limited habitat speci- 
mens grew so closely together or were 
so jammed in among other wild growth 
that it showed no promise as a thing of 
beauty. Thirty years ago when it was 
given experimental garden room, it im- 
mediately bushed up into a wide shrub 
and proved itself desirable. From seed 
collected from the same tree, most of 
the individuals become  broad-headed 
trees, averaging 15 feet in height and 
about as wide. A few may be twice that 
tall with thin, whiplike leaders; some 
are dwarfs of great beauty. Some of

these dwarfs have the outline of a spread 
umbrella or mushroom, 3 feet high in 
the middle and 6 feet across, touching 
the ground all around. One such speci- 
men has retained this shape for thirty- 
eight years. The shrubs begin to bear 
when four years old. 

In February mature trees are golden 
with pollen sacs; by April half-inch-wide 
cones, spiked with umbos. cluster around 
the ends of the branches. June brings 
them to their most attractive stage for 
they are then the same glistening chrome 
green as the feathery foliage in which 
they nest. Eighteen inches down the 
stem are last year’s bronze-green cones, 
so prized by decorators. and the same 
distance down again are the oldest 
cones, dull gray and spikeless now, an 
inch across and beginning to split and 
show their 

The overlapping leaf scales which 
crowd the branches of Gowen cypress 
are a yellower green than those of its re- 


seeds. 
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the size of the fruits 
varies with the plant, some individuals 
bearing larger fruits than others. 

Now is an excellent time to observe 
the black haw in all its glory. for. if it 
has a western exposure, the foliage will 
turn a brilliant scarlet. All summer long 
its leathery leaves are lustrous green.

Pointers

NOW MOLD, WHICH APPEARS IN SPRING 
but can be prevented by fall care, 
is often a serious lawn problem. 

The grayish or tannish patches of dead 

grass that appear in the spring are 

usually blamed on the effects of cold. 

Actually, they are caused by a fungus 

which is active only at temperatures be- 

low 42°. 

Since the snow mold organism is pro- 
tected by a layer of organic matter 
covering the lawn, it is best to continue 
mowing as long as the grass keeps grow- 
ing. Another source of trouble is the 
use of a leaf shredder on a_ rotary 
mower. If the shredded leaves are al- 
lowed to remain on the grass, they form 
a perfect incubator for snow mold. 
Sweep them up and put them on the com- 
post heap instead. Here’s another tip: 
if you’ve had trouble with snow mold 
in the past. avoid using organic ferti- 
lizers like sewer sludge.and dried sheep 
manure. 


Early Bulb Planting 


So much publicity has been given to 
early planting of daffodils that many 
gardeners believe these will not come 
up if planted as late as mid-October or 
early November. True. the stems do get 
progressively shorter (by a fraction of 
an inch a week) for each week plant- 
ing is delayed past October 1. However, 
this reduction is unimportant except with 
flowers for exhibition. 

T have often planted narcissus during 
the week between Christmas and New 
Year’s Day. prying off a crust of frozen 
soil to do so. and have had excellent 
bloom the following year. This is not 
to argue in favor of late planting. but to 
urge gardeners not to deny themselves 
the pleasure of growing narcissus just 
because they forgot to plant them 
earlier. 

In planting Dutch iris, my experience 
is that late planting is better in the 
Middle West than early planting. When 
set too early, they make top growth 
which is severely hurt by late spring 
freezes.

can afford te take a chance on a few 
plants which are marginally hardy, even 
trees of considerable size. If he loses his 
gamble, the effect is not serious. I would 
like to caution the owner of the smaller 
place. however, to confine his experi- 
menting to shrubs and perennials. If 
he loses a sizable tree, it could make a 
marked difference in the appearance of 
his garden. 

Now is the time to pot up the new 
prepared hyacinth, Rosalie, for mid- 
December flowering. This clear pink 
variety has been temperature-processed 
in Holland so that it will produce good- 
sized flower spikes (even larger than 
the French Roman varieties) for the 
Christmas holiday. It can also be grown 
in pebbles or peat. Other varieties are 
being tested in Holland and may be 
available next year. 


Winter Protection for Evergreens 


Winter injury of evergreens has been 
increasing in spite of a succession of 
mild winters. This is usually caused by 
hot. dry winds or by winter sun. Do 
not prune evergreens late in the season 
for this exposes unhardened wood to the 
effects of the elements. 

Where injury has been experienced in 
the past, it will pay to cover the exposed 
side of evergreens with burlap. For 
really tender specimens straw mats may 
be better. Now is the time to get the ma- 
terials together for winter protection. 
Always continue watering evergreens, 
whether broad-leaved or needled. until 
the ground freezes. 


Winter Sowing of Hardy Annuals 


Now is the time to order seeds of hardy 
annuals for winter sowing. These should 
not be planted until later—just before 
the ground freezes for the winter. If not 
ordered now. however, they won't be on 
hand when needed. 

Beds for seeding these hardy annuals 
can be prepared now so they can settle 
before planting time. Otherwise. the 
settling soil may bury the seeds too 
deeply. 


Lilies and Peonies 


Don’t delay transplanting any lilies 
that need to be moved. Except for the 
madonna lily which ought to be moved 
in August lilies can be transplanted any 
time after they are through blooming. 
The sooner this can be done. the better. 

If new bulbs are being ordered, de- 
cide now where to put them. Make the 
hole and store the soil in a basket or 
box where it won't freeze. Most com- 
mercial bulbs are dug very late and won't 
arrive until after the soil is frozen. They 
can be set in the pre-dug hole and covered 
with the stored soil. 


Last call for planting peonies; they 
should go into the ground not later than 
October 10 to 15 through most of the 
Middle West.*

Ramblings 


by BEN ARTHUR DAVIS 


ITH US IN THE SoutH October is 

one of the busiest gardening 

months of the entire year. Fall- 
hlooming plants—and there are many of 
them—all need cultural attention every 
week for the remainder of the season; 
and then there is planning and _plant- 
ing to do. The success of our spring 
gardens depends largely on planting done 
this month. 

Chrysanthemums, dahlias and_ roses, 
the three flowers that furnish the major 
color in our fall gardens and which are 
given a lion’s share of the space in the 
fall shows, will need close attention this 
month. Since October is usually dry in 
most sections of the South, they may 
need regular watering. The feeding 
schedule for chrysanthemums. which 
usually means light amounts of plant 
food every four to six weeks during the 
growing season, should be continued 
until you can see the color in the ex- 
panding bloom buds. Dahlias and roses 
will require no more food for the sea- 
son, but should have regular applica- 
tions of insecticides. 

Side growths will continue to be bother- 
some on the standard or exhibition chrys- 


DE CRAAFF 


The bulbous Dutch iris, which grow all 
through the South, may be planted now, 


anthemums and must be picked off as 
soon as they are long enough to be 
handled easily; if removal is delayed 
too long, bad scars may result. These 
surplus growths, which take much 
nourishment that should go to the main 
stems. may be easily snapped off early 
in the morning when they are fresh with 
dew. 

Even with the best that I seem able to 
do there are always among my chrysan- 
themums a few blooms with crooked 
stems which render the flowers prac- 
tically worthless. Check your plantings 
carefully and see that all stems (I have 
in mind the exhibition types, of course) 
are properly tied up. After a severe 
crook has been formed in the stem it will 
be too late. 

In the Mid-South all growers of out- 
oor chrysanthemums have to gamble 
with frost. To lessen the risk many 
growers plant the exhibition kinds close 
together in beds. and erect light frames 
over them which they cover with sheet 
plastic when frost threatens. In an 
emergency you may be able to do as 
I did last fall. Having let the threat 
of frost find me unprepared. I lifted

OW THAT WE have finished 
planting spring- 
flowering bulbs, it’s a 
good time to consider the ap- 
pearance of the bed when the 
blooming season is finished. 


Fading blooms and withering 
foliage are never pretty 

This disappointing sight can 
be easily remedied if you sow 
annuals now over the bulb plant- 
ing. 

One of the best annuals for 
this purpose is Phlox Drum- 
mondi. The dwarf. compact 
type is only 6 inches tall. but 
the larger form grows as high 
as 15 and 20 inches. The color 
range is unusually wide includ- 
ing white. buff. pink. rose. 
salmon. crimson, violet and 
blue. Phlox varieties. especially 
those within the salmon-crim- 
son-rose range. must be selected 
very carefully so as to avoid 


any color clashes. 

Two other reliable annuals 
that can be used to hide fading 
bulb foliage are baby blue- 
eyes (Nemophila Menziesi) and 
Gypsophila paniculata of the 


Covent Garden Market strain. 


about fifty plants with soil at their 
roots and set some in an unused garage, 
the rest in the basement. A light daily 
sprinkling kept them in good form and 
we had superb flowers for several weeks. 


Hardy Annuals to Plant Now 


While the planting of some species of 
hardy annuals such as calendulas. Eng- 
lish daisies. pansies and sweet peas be- 
eins earlier. October is the principal 
month for planting alyssum. calendula, 
calliopsis. candytuft. carnation, Chinese 
hollyhock, 
larkspur, lupine. petunia. phlox. poppy, 
snapdragon, stock. sweet William and 
verbena. It is also a good time to make 
a heavier planting of those flowers, a 
partial planting of which was made in 
September. Planted now. the seed of the 
hardy annuals will germinate quickly, 
and by winter you will have strong, 
sturdy little plants. The tops of some 
may not make much growth during 
winter, but the roots will continue to 
grow. and by spring the plants will 
have developed strong root systems

which will give a long season of bloom 
and enable them to fare much_ better 
during severe droughts.

ITH CROPS HARVESTED, GROUND 
cleared and other end-of-season | 
operations accomplished, it is | 


time to give attention to soil. improve- 
ment. The soil-improvement measures we 
take are rarely enough when we con- 
sider the demands we place upon the soil, 
but whatever our plans for gardening 
may be they will be only as successful 
as the soil is good. To build good soil 
fertility no practice surpasses that of 
cover-cropping or planting what 
known as a green manure. This is the 
growing of grass. clover or another such 
crop and digging, plowing or rototilling 
it back into the soil. Besides the effect 
the roots of these crops have in improv- 
ing soil structure, their top growth, when 
turned into the ground, gives the best 
possible source of humus. 

In the Northern region rye-grass over 
the years has proven its value as a cover 
crop. Its roots penetrate deeply, break- 
ing up hard, compacted soils and thus 
increasing their porosity and granular 
makeup. When the turned 
under. they decompose, providing humus 
and increasing organic content. One 
cover crop has a beneficial effect on your 
soil for four years. Rye is sown at least 
a month before hard freezing occurs. 

A second advantage from a rye cover 
is that it prevents leaching of soil nu- 
trients during winter and prevents soil

purposes are removed

from green to light brown, at which 
time the gourds become light in weight. 
They may be left until the vines are 
killed by light frost, but a hard frost will 
injure them. Gourds of the thick-flesh 
type. which must be picked before frost, 
should be cut with a piece of stem. After 
the gourds are picked, they should be 
washed in some disinfectant to prevent 
moulds from forming, and then wiped 
dry. Store them in a well ventilated 
place where they can dry slowly. 


Garden Flowers Indoors 


Late chrysanthemums may be dug 
from the garden, potted and placed in a 
cool room or porch for continued enjoy- 
ment. Large clumps are not satisfac- 
tory for this purpose, but ‘plants set 
out last spring are excellent. Excess soil 
is removed so the plants fit the pot 
snugly. New soil is then added to the 
pot and rammed in with a piece of lath 
until the pot is nearly full. After a 
thorough watering, the plants are set 
in a spot away from direct sun and wind 
for several days during which the foliage 
is lightly sprayed with 
times a day.

Winterizing Trees 


Besides looking nice, trees have an 
actual monetary value—a fact estab- 
lished by recent court decisions for tree 
damage. Unfortunately most of us take 
our trees for granted, becoming con- 
cerned only when something goes wrong 
with them rather than giving them the 
periodical examinations and _ attention 
they deserve. Each year disease. insects 
and mechanical injuries take their toll. 
killing trees that might have been saved 
with a little care. At this season check 
the base of your trees for lawnmower in- 
jury and where such wounds exist. re- 
move the dead bark and cut the wood 
back to live tissue. Shellac should then 
be used to cover the new cut at the bark | 
edge and the entire wound should be 
treated with a good brand of wound | 
paint.

How to Air-layer Plants in the Home or Greenhouse 


OODY-STEMMED TROPICAL PLANTS 

grown in apartments, homes, 

greenhouses and outdoors in the 
Deep South make ideal subjects for air- 
layering. Air-layering is an ancient 
Chinese method of getting roots to de- 
velop on stems above ground in order to 
increase rare or unusual plants like hy- 
brid camellias, crotons, hibiscus and 
gardenias. It can also be used to make 
smaller, more attractive plants out of 
dracaenas, ficus, philodendrons and dief- 
fenbachias—in fact. most any house 
plant which has hit the ceiling or has 
become leggy and unsightly. 

The practice of air-layering has been 
simplified and the chances of success 
greatly increased by the development of 
Krene plastic film sold under the trade

name Airwrap. Airwrap kits, available 
in seed and horticultural supply stores, 
contain all the materials required to air- 
layer woody stems and to root herba- 
ceous cuttings. 

The use of plastic film for air-layering 
was first developed by the late Colonel 
William R. Grove of Laurel, Florida. 
The method has been further improved 
by DeWitt Eaton of Sarasota. Florida, 
who holds the patent on the use of plastic 
film for air-layering. Mr. Eaton has com- 
bined rooting hormones. plant nutrients 
and pesticides into a water-soluble “ink” 
which is dyed green and printed in green 
stripes on the Krene plastic film. 

As with most newly introduced prod- 
ucts, plastic film for air-layering 
been improperly used at times and, 


Three simple steps in air-layering plants... 


First: Girdle branch to be rooted by re- 
moving a 4-inch ring of bark. Place moist 
sphagnum on cut and cover with Airwrap. 
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Second: Leave Airwrap (securely tied at 
both ends) on branch until roots form in 
girdled area (2 to 3 weeks), then remove. 


sequently. has failed to produce roots. 
At other times failure has been due to 
the use of excessively thick stems, to 
improper: slitting or girdling of the stem 
or to the use of overwet sphagnum. 

I have successfully air-layered woody 
stems of both indoor and outdoor plants 
with plastics for nearly two years now 
and would like to pass my experiences 
with indoor air-layering on to readers 
of this column. Air-layering trees and 
shrubs outdoers will be the subject of 
a future article. 


How To Proceed 


After selecting the plant to be air- 
layered, the first step is to wound the 
stem at the point where roots are desired. 
This is done with a sharp knife in either

of two ways: by making a longitudinal 
cut upward for an inch or so into the 
center of the branch, or by removing a 
complete circle of bark about a_half- 
inch wide from the stem. The slit por- 
tion or the barkless area is then rubbed 
with the green-striped plastic. In the 
case of slit stems, a wooden match stick 
or a small bit of moistened sphagnum 
should be inserted between the cut sur- 
faces to prevent closing and healing of 
the cut. 

The whole area, including an inch or 
so of the stem on both sides of the cut. 
is then wrapped with a handful of mois- 
tened sphagnum moss. The moss must 
not be dripping wet when applied to the 
wounded stem. All moisture 
should be squeezed out beforehand. 

Finally, a sheet of Airwrap plastic 
film is wrapped carefully over the ball 
of sphagnum with the upper and lower 
ends twisted around the stem and _ se- 
curely tied. In wrapping and tying the 
plastic, the moss should be well con- 
tained with no openings remaining in 
the film.

How Air-Layers Work 


The wound made on the stem inter- 
rupts the downward movement of elabo- 
rated plant foods and hormones. This 
sets up a stimulus which initiates the 
formation of callus tissue and the de- 
velopment of roots at the upper zone 
of injury. 

The several ingredients incorporated in 
the green stripes on the plastic film are 
believed to be helpful in initiating root 
development and in providing raw food 
elements and some prophylactic aid. The 
green stripes are. by the way, quite solu- 
ble and will stain the finger if gloves are 
not worn. The green dye can be removed 
quickly by dipping the fingers in a mix- 
ture of one part chlorox and two parts 
of water and then washing in 
water. 


soapy 


The purpose of the sphagnum is to 
keep the atmosphere around the wound 
moist and otherwise favorable for root 
development. 

Finally. the Krene plastic film keeps 
the moisture sealed in and eliminates 
the need for ever wetting the moss. At 
the same time it allows gases to move 
freely in and out of the air-layer. 

Root formation inside the air-layer can 
be detected because the plastic covering 
is fairly transparent. 


Procedure After Roots Form 


Once the roots have formed on the 
stem, the job of producing the new plant 
is only half done. The rooted stem must 
be cut from the parent plant just below 
the rooted area and then potted. The 
new plant must be set in the shade and 
away from drafts for at least two weeks 
to allow the roots to become accustomed 
to the new medium.¢

ALLING LEAVES ARE LIKE DROPS OF RAIN. As individuals their 

value is insignificant; when they are pooled together, though, 

their worth is exceedingly great. Each fall, nature generously 
provides us with the raw materials for many dollars’ worth of 
compost and garden aids in the form of leaves. They're free. too, 
merely for the effort of taking and using. Swell, you say, but gather- 
ing leaves is real effort—but not if you know how! 

Sometimes you don't have to gather leaves; you can put them to 
work where they fall. This is especially true on lawns when you 
use a leaf-mulching attachment on a rotary mower. These attach- 
ments, available for most rotary mowers either as standard or op- 
tional equipment, do the entire job. ‘They pick up the leaves, pulver- 
ize them and deposit them back on the turf as finely ground mulching 
material. The particles. are so fine that they easily fall between the 
grass blades down to the soil. Eventually they break down and add 
nutrient and organic value to the soil. Some experts say this is very 
little: but many grains of sand make a beach. 

Suppose. though, you're more interested in the garden borders 
than the lawn. In this case you have to get the leaves off the lawn 
and walks to a place where you can put them to work. The time- 
proven method of gathering leaves. of course. is with a lawn rake. 

The teeth of a lawn rake are set rather close together 
so you can rake together many leaves at one time. 
Also, the teeth are flexible so you won't hurt 

your lawn. Lawn rakes are usually made 

of bamboo or steel: some of the 

newer steel models can be 

adjusted to various 

widths. 


These leaves don’t look like much, but 
they can be very valuable in the garden. 


Wheelbarrow leaf baskets make carrying 
easy. You can either make or buy them, 
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The newest and by far the easiest way of removing leaves from 
lawns and walks is with a lawn sweeper. You've seen pictures 
of them, if you haven't already seen them in operation. They work 
on a revolving brush principle—like a carpet sweeper 


brushing 
the leaves back into a large hopper. For the extra large place, they 
are even available with gasoline engines for power. 

Getting the leaves into a pile is one thing; getting them to where 
you want to use them is another. Leaves are light in weight but 
very bulky, and you can’t get too many in a bushel basket. A 
simple way of carting a lot of leaves is to rake or pile them on a 
large square of burlap. When you have a good pile on the burlap, 
gather up the four corners and you're on your way. There are 
several new twists of this age-old trick. You can get the flat carriers 
with handles, and there are also special canvas leaf- [SEE PAGE 53]

Say Spring 


by FRED CASSEBEER 


HEN A GARDENER THINKS OF SPRING, he usually visu- 

alizes a bed of bright yellow daffodils. There is 

hardly a garden anywhere that doesn’t have at least 
a sprinkling of daffodils, even if they are only hand-me- 
downs from grandmother or a generous neighbor. Yet 
daffodils (or narcissi, if you prefer to use the botanical 
name) are sadly discriminated against when the garden 
budget is set up. Most gardeners are willing to pay but 
very little for these lovely symbols of spring in comparison 
with their outlay for other plant materials. 

Perhaps this attitude springs from ignorance of the many 
lovely new varieties that have long since replaced the old 
familiar yellow trumpets—the rather shapeless, large-cupped 
daffodils, most of which were yellow. and the ancient double 
variety, VAN Sion, that has survived from grandfather's day. 

A great deal of unacclaimed progress has been made in 
breeding daffodils. Today there are hundreds of beautiful 
varieties available at prices as low as twenty cents per bulb. 
Most of this breeding work has been done in Ireland. Eng- 
land, Helland, New Zealand and Oregon. U.S.A. The new 
varieties from Ireland and England are characterized by 
great refinement of form; those from Holland, by their size; 
ard those from our own West Coast, by their novelty of 
color and form. 

Formerly daflodils were merely divided into a number of 
distinct types which resembled original species. However,

Tulips for Mass Planting 


by MONTAGUE FREE 


OMETIMES I WONDER IF WE ARE SO OBSESSED. with 
our endeavors to escape the curse of Cain that we miss 
some of the good things of gardening. Take “bedding- 

out” as an example; this is a planting style that was greatly 
in favor during the nineteenth century. Bedding-out involves 
at least two complete changes of plant material each year, is 
especially adapted to formal beds. requires more work than 
informal gardening and, in consequence. has gone out of 
fashion. 

The hardy spring-flowering bulbs. especiaily tulip, hya- 
cinth and crocus, all of which must be planted in the fall, are 
essential in any scheme of bedding-out. Usually other plants 
which also bloom in the spring but continue to bloom after 
the bulbs have faded are associated with them. These include 
pansies, forget-me-nots and English daisies. w!’ 
carry on and keep the beds colorful until the end of 
May. Then these are dug up and the beds are completely 


replanted with constant-flowering begonia. geranium, lantana 
and petunia or with plants with colorful foliage such as 
alternanthera. bloodleaf and coleus. So much for the basic 
principles of bedding-out. 

There are also many possible variations on this scheme, 
most of which demand more labor. For example, the colorful 
period can be extended by fall planting of an early-flowering 
bulb such as crocus or chionodoxa and ane such as tulip to 
follow immediately after. These are accompanied by an 
early-flowering biennial such as forget-me-not, which. when 
it has passed its prime. is replaced with a June-blooming 
biennial such as Canterbury bell. When it in turn begins to 
look disheveled. its place is taken by the summer bedding 
plants which have been grown to flowering size by starting 
them in a greenhouse and carrying them along in a cold- 
frame in pots of sufficient size to prevent stunting. This in- 
voives a lot of work but is nothing compared [SEE PAGE 59| 
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OU ARE GRADING whether you level 
out irregularities in a new lawn 
with hand tools or whether you in- 
dulge in moving whole truckloads of 
earth about your property to change its 
contours. In either case, grading is not a 
mystery if you understand some of the 
problems involved and know some of 
the recognized methods of meeting them. 
The main purpose in grading is to con- 
trol water, directing it away from your 
house. On hillside sites grading can 
also help you obtain level play and 
garden areas. Certainly changes in 
ground levels, if properly made, can in- 
crease the apparent size of level prop- 
erties and make them more interesting. 
Since grading around your house is 
primarily concerned with controlling 
water flow to insure a dry cellar. the soil 
is graded up to the foundation of the 
house. If your site is fairly level or if it 
has a slight slope from the house. grad- 
ing can simply be done by maintaining 
the existing levels. loosening the subsoil. 
leveling the surface and spreading neces- 
sary topsoil. 
If the ground slopes from the street 
toward your house, great care in grading 
must be exercised to control water. A

cloudburst will pour water down the 
slope to the house causing damage; the 
length and steepness of the slope de- 
termines the force of the water. There 
are two solutions to this problem. First, 
the grade may be completely changed 
and sloped away from the house to form 
a valley between the house and_ the 
higher ground. (See diagram A.) Since 
the water will drain into it. the valley 
itself must be made to slope in one direc- 
tion to carry the water away to a storm 
sewer or to a dry well. Certainly you 
would not want to drain it to your 
neighbor’s property. The second solu- 
tion, advisable if the slope toward the 
house is considerable but there is no way 
of constructing a valley, is to place a 
series of drain tiles the length of the 
foundation to carry off the water. Lay 
the tile end to end in a trench 2 or 3 
feet below the surface of the ground. 
The bottom of the trench is sloped 44 
inch to the foot so that the water which 
collects in it will flow to a lower level 
beyond the house or into a storm sewer 
or a dry well. When the tile is in place, 
it is covered with 6 to 12 inches of gravel 
and then the trench is filled with soil.

you have grading problem? 


away from the house to the street are 
fortunate as the drainage problem is 
naturally solved. However, if the slope 
is as slight as 1 foot in 10 feet. it is 
advisable to create a nearly level area 
at the house at least 6 to 10 feet wide 
so that the house does not appear to 
perch on top of the hill. (See diagram 
B.) If there is a considerable slope in 
front of the house this level area or 
plateau may have to be held in place 
with a retaining wall or dropped in a 
steep bank to meet the grade below. A 
plateau is advisable only if the distance 
from the house to the street is more than 
20 feet. On shorter lawns the grade may 
have to be raised in a convex line from 
the house to the street where it is graded 
down to a low bank supported, if neces- 
sary. by a retaining wall at the edge of 
the property. From the standpoint of 
design, you should not cut the front 
lawn area into two equal parts in build- 
ing a plateau as this will dwarf the ap- 
parent size of the property and make 
the house appear closer to the street. 
Many old houses have high founda- 
tions and by building a terrace in front 
of them you can make the house appear 
close to the ground. To build such a 
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by P. J. MeKENNA 


terrace take up the existing sod and top- 
soil in an area slightly wider than the 
top of the proposed new terrace. This 
extra cleared space leaves room for 
building either a retaining wall or a 
grass bank. The removed sod may be 
used for a new bank. Just how wide 
this level or terraced area should be 
will depend upon the site, how much 
space is available, how high the house is 
and whether a bank or a retaining wall 
is desired. 

Perfectly level properties often present 
drainage .problems, too. If storm sew- 
ers are not available in the community, it 
becomes necessary for the home owner 
to construct dry wells to absorb run-off 
water from the roof of his house. (See 
diagram C.) Dry wells simply 
cylindrical holes dug in the ground as 
far as possible from the foundation. 
They are filled with stones and gravel 
to within 18 inches of the surface of the 
ground and covered with tarred roofing 
felt. Then the remainder of the hole is 
filled to the surface grade with earth and 
topsoil. Drain tiles from the house 
downspouts carry the water to the wells. 
On even small. level properties it is 
possible to form a rolling lawn surface 
by cutting away and filling in with 
ground. Slight depressions, if carefully 
designed, canemake a perfectly flat area 
appear larger. Small dry wells at the 
low points will prevent puddling of 
water during rains if the subsoil does 
not naturally drain rapidly. 

When you make a change in grade. 
you begin by removing the topsoil and 
storing it in some convenient spot. Then 
the subsoil is leveled off or. if the site 
demands, moved from one area to fill 
another. If extra fill is needed this is 
put in place. After the subsoil has been 
graded as desired the topsoil is taken 
from the storage piles and spread evenly 
over the newly graded subsoil. If dur- 
ing construction the subsoil is packed 
hard by trucks and heavy equipment, it 
will be necessary to loosen it before the 
topsoil is replaced and the final grading 
done. Water will not penetrate through 
a compacted subsoil but will collect 
under the topsoil. If this occurs on a 
slope, topsoil may be carried away.

When the road is higher than your house, prevent water from washing 
to the foundation by building a valley between the house and the road. 


If the land slopes from your house to the road. construct a small 
plateau at the house and then make a gradual grade to the roadway. 


Drain tiles from the downspouts of your house connect to dry wells 
that are built to absorb water when storm sewers are unavailable. 


The amount of topsoil spread over a 
graded area is determined by the use to 
which a particular area will be put. A 
lawn area needs a minimum of 4 inches 
while 6 inches is preferred. Gardens re- 
quire 12 to 15 inches of topsoil and 
trees and shrubs need over 2 feet of top- 
soil in large pockets. at least. where 
they are to be planted. Topsoil is sold 
by the cubic yard and a cubic yard will 
cover 8] square feet to the depth of 4 
inches. Topsoil should contain at least 
8 per cent organic matter. 

After the grading has been done 
around your house for water control, 
whether by yourself or by your building 
contractor, a good procedure before 
planting is to study the effects of rain 
during and after a storm. Remember 
that run-off water and puddling will be 
more extreme on an unplanted soil sur- 


face, but there will be definite indica- 
tions of how the drainage will work after 
the property has been planted, and any 
dubious water pockets and heavy wash- 
ing can be corrected more economically 
before planting is begun. 

The problem arises of how you will 
treat the steep banks and terraces result- 
ing from major grading. Will you need 
a retaining wall. should you plant the 
terraces or banks with grass, ground 
covers or shrubbery? These choices 
will be determined to a certain degree by 
the landscape effect you want to achieve, 
but you should be guided in your selec- 
tion primarily by the steepness of the 
slope. 

A good way for a home owner who 
does not have a transit to determine how 
steep his slopes are is to use a peg, a 
pole, a plumb-line and [SEE PAGE 56| 
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PERFECT BALANCE may be easily obtained 
by repeating the same planting on either side of 
an imaginary center line. Here formal, clipped 
evergreen hedges. a white wood trellis and two 
flowering trees provide a perfect setting for rose 
beds. Note that the off-center trees in the dis- 
tance do not destroy the balance but add interest.

Flower borders 


need background! 


by JOHN R. REBHAN 


LOWERS ARE DISPLAYED AGAINST A BACKGROUND if you want to enjoy them thoroughly. 
Whether you think of flowers in terms of annuals, perennials, flowering bulbs or hy- 
brid tea roses, their glamour is easily lost without a suitable background. 

Here are five earmarks of a good background: First. it must have height and density. 
You should not see through or over the background. Rather than allowing your eye to 
wander to your neighbor's yard or to a distant view, it should bring the eye to focus on 
the flowers. The second requirement follows logically from the first. The background should 
not call attention to itself—at least while your flowers are in bloom. Third. if you use shrubs, 
they must not steal nutrients, moisture or sunlight or you will not have any flowers to 
feature. Fourth, it must look good at all seasons of the year. Fifth. it should. if necessary, 
prevent animals and children from tramping on the border. 

This is a large order. but it is definitely not out of your reach if you plan your back- 
grounds as carefully as you do your flower borders. 

A good background may be made of plant materials, fences or combinations of both. 
Hedges of evergreen or deciduous shrubs are suitable and save garden space. Groups. of 
shrubs, allowed to display their natural growth habit, are effective but take more planting 
space. Split sapling. grape-stake. various paneled and louvered and woven fences provide 
density of background and are more suitable than picket and post-and-rail [See PAGE 57 |

bd ONVERTING A YARD from a_ truck 
garden into an outdoor living 
room has been one of the most 


in most years and there is no waiting 
around until “it’s warm enough.” Fall 
weather is more stable and more con- 
ducive to work than spring-fever weather. 
° e Then, too. there is little chance of pro- 
rin longed hot weather coming along and un- 
LC Uures doing all one has accomplished. The 
homemaker is not usually so rushed with 
house cleaning and decorating and is 
able to spend more time “bossing” or 
by LUCILLE TOUSSAINT working as the case may be. 

In the fall one has a better choice of 
plants. nurserymen are less rushed and 
orders can be given better attention. 
Sod-fighting is easier because frost soon 
comes to discourage the growth of turned- 
under grass. while in the spring warm 
weather and rain encourage it. 

In a project undertaken by the Hor- 
ticnltural Society of New York fall 
planting yielded only a 10 percent loss, 
which was considered very favorable. 
We lost not one plant or shrub, which 
isn't too bad either! 


In planning our outdoor living room, 
the first thing we considered was the 
floor. and we seeded down a large area, 
my husband and I being only too glad 
to see our mammoth strawberry bed dis- 
appearing before our eyes. Although 
the actual seeding wasn’t done until very 
late in the fall. by spring we had a splen- 
did lawn. 

Next to be considered for our living 
room were the walls. We decided that 
a picket fence would be a good back- 
ground. and soon I was splashing white 
paint only too liberally over my blue 
jeans. but managing somehow to get 
some on the fence. 


There must be a focal point in an 
outdoor living room so we decided to 
make our bird bath the center of interest 
and arranged evergreens around it to 
form a background. 

Having decided upon the basic design 


of the outdoor living room. we were 
ready to plan the border. In our old 
border along the drive were many va- 
rieties of flowers which we wanted to use. 


Planning the new border was compli- 

cated by using the driveway material. It 

would have been simpler to have pur- 


chased all new stock, but we managed 
to work out a very lovely scheme. Our 
handy man would dearly have loved to 
have worked in a few trellises and extra 
frills. but we felt that the family budget 
would hardly stand such an elaborate 


A planting plan need not be elaborate. Errors are avoided if you make a 
simple scale drawing of your property showing the location of buildings, 


walks. drives, trees and flower beds. Carry out the plan as time permits. 
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undertaking. Also, our yard was to be a 
play room and not just a formal living 
room. 

The side border, symmetrically ar- 
ranged and designed for all-season dis- 
tribution of color and variety, turned out 
to be very effective, although it was very 
simple. As a background we transplanted 
all of the rose bushes, a flowering almond 
and forsythia. In front of and between 
the roses we planted clumps of phlox and 
in front of the phlox, iris. Tulip bulbs 
were interspersed, as were perennials 
such as painted daisies. fern peonies, 
oriental poppies. baby’s breath and yel- 
low daisies. We planned a planting of 
pink petunias as a low border in front 
of the iris, the leaves of which furnished 
a delightful background for the pink 
flowers. 

The back border was more difficult 
to plan. At the rear we used other 
shrubs. a large mock-orange occupying 
one corner and then in order of size, 
lilacs and other flowering shrubs. with 
two low hydrangeas in the center of the 
fence. 

In front of these shrubs we planted 
various lilies. daisies. delphiniums. hy- 
drangeas, bleeding hearts. violets. button 
chrysanthemums, peonies and two clumps 
of phlox. Late in the fall we planted 
tulip bulbs anywhere we found a space. 
We didn’t attempt to plant the border 
solid by any means. for we planned to 
set out such annuals as zinnias and 
asters in open spaces and to take the 
place of tulips after they had blossomed. 
In the corners of this back border we set 
out pansy plants and across the front we 
planted nasturtiums in the spring. 

On the advice of our handy man we 
saved some space for donated plants and 
have found this to be a very good idea, 
for nowhere do we know of a better way 
to remember our friends than by the 
fiowers and shrubs they have given us. 

\fter setting out peonies along the 
garage. all we had left to do was to 
finish the drive border from which we 
had removed the shrubs and flowers. We 
did this very easily by seeding down the 
entire space and edging it with a coton- 
easter hedge. This hedge has proved 
to be most satisfactory. It is perfectly 
hardy. requires no formal trimming. has 
pretty white blossoms in the spring and 
supplies us with levely branches of blue 
berries in the fall. 

Finally, we planted bulbs along the 
inner drive. We envisioned a galaxy of 
daffodils, Japanese iris and crocus in 
the spring. Although the bulbs were 
bought in miscellaneous assortments, the 
color combination has proved to be per- 
fect. A purple hyacinth next to a golden 
daffodil is something one doesn’t forget.

IFTEEN YEARS AGO when Mrs. William Whitfield of 

Ames, Iowa, was given her first two African violet 

cuttings. little did she realize that a few years later 
she would have over three thousand African violets and 
would be growing them for profit. Mrs. Whitfield seemed 
to have the magic touch with the cuttings and they grew 
into strong blooming plants. 

It wasn’t long before the large window bench in the 
front room was filled to capacity with many healthy, 
blooming plants that had all been propagated from the 
original two cuttings. Mrs. Whitfield found that growing 
\frican violets was lots of fun. However, she considered 
her new hobby as merely a good pastime until something 
happened that convinced her that her plants could be sold. 

One day two out-of-town women walked by her home 
and noticed the colorful flowers that filled the big window 
bench. They came up to the house and asked permission 
to look at the plants more closely. A few minutes later 
the callers left. Each had a couple of African violets and 


an 


Mrs. Whitfield was left standing with a five dollar bill 
in her hand. That was the beginning of a real expansion. 

Windows of the Whitfield home were equipped with spe- 
cial shelves and benches to accommodate the expanding 
collection. In a little while the front and back porches 
were filled to capacity and the basement was _ nearly 
blanketed with the soft. green foliage. Speaking with abso- 
lute truth, the hobby actually outgrew the home. Recently 
it took over the garage—or more correctly, what used to 
be the garage. 

Mr. and Mrs. Whitfield came to the conclusion that 
either the car had to be kept outdoors or the expansion 
of the hobby had to be curtailed. The family car is now 
parked at the curbing in front of the house. The garage 
was moved closer to the house and carpenters were called 
in to remodel it. The Whitfields, by experience, had learned 
most of the tricks of the trade. They know what condi- 
tions were best for the plants and made plans to dupli- 
cate them in the new greenhouse. The workmen poured

a new foundation and cement floor. The open end of the 
garage was enclosed and windows were added. The build- 
ing was thoroughly insulated, wired for electricity and a 
thermostatically controlled heating unit was installed. After 
completion. they were able to control the heat. light and 
humidity. They now had an ideal setup for raising African 
violets. 

Now that the Whitfields have more space and_ better 
growing conditions their hobby and business has grown 
by leaps and bounds. For the last few years the number 
of sales has continued to double. The all-time high was 
reached last year with twenty-seven hundred sales. Mrs. 
Whitfield believes that her African violets should be priced 
within the reach of everyone so she sells them at prices 
people can afford to pay. Of course. most of the profits 
go right back into her hobby. 

Mr. Whitfield is a poultry specialist with the extension 
service at lowa State College. Although he can spend 
relatively little time on the newest project, hybridizing 


African violets, his working knowledge of genetics has 
proven valuable. By selecting plants with outstanding 
characteristics and cross-pollinating them, the Whitfields 
hope to produce finer plants. They now have a total of 
three hundred different varieties. some of which are their 
own introductions. 

We often hear people remark that they “simply can’t 
raise African violets.” So many have the mistaken belief 
that they are usually delicate plants that require special 
care and attention compared with other house plants. A 
casual glance around the Whitfield home offers proof of the 
falsity of ihe statement. There are simply too many there 
to permit special pampering. And every plant is a vigorous, 
healthy specimen. 

Mrs. Whitfield believes that African violets can be 
raised successfully in any average home. Following are 
four practices that she believes cause the “bad luck” that 
some gardeners experience:

N MY WORK as extension professor of 

floriculture at Ohio State University. 

I have to travel all over the state 
working with garden clubs and other 
groups. Between times I visit gardens 
and nurseries and talk before garden 
clubs and garden club federation con- 
ventions around the country. These con- 
tacts give me a wonderful opportunity to 
see the inside workings of garden clubs. 

As the years have gone by, garden 
club activities have changed consider- 
ably. Thank goodness the day of the 
perennial president and perennial flower 
show chairman. who felt no one else 
could run the club, are pretty much 
relegated to the past! 

But we still have all too many com- 
munities with one garden club so self- 
satisfied and content that it makes no 
effort. to interest others in gardening by 
organizing new garden clubs. With the 
tremendous development of new areas 
around so many of our towns and cities. 
there is a great need for garden clubs 
among these new home owners. They 
much prefer to be in clubs with those of 
their own. kind, as it were. with the same 
level of garden interest and knowledge 
rather than with those who have been 
gardening for years. 

Thinking over all the clubs that I have 
known, the majority have really been 
civic minded and have tried to interest 
others in gardening. On the other hand. 
I can think of some clubs—some of 
them with rather well-to-do members— 
which have seemed to do everything for 
themselves. They have sufficient funds 
to bring in outstanding speakers. It is 
too bad that such projects are not carried 
out, not by one club but by all the clubs 
in the community. In talking to one gar- 
den club president recently. she told me 
that all of the clubs of their community 
cooperated in their flower show. Upon 
questioning her, it developed that her 
club held the show and merely invited the 
others to exhibit. Really complete co- 
operation would mean that all the clubs 
in the community had gotten together, 
planned the show and put it on as a joint

go together like apple pie and ice 

cream. Almost any rose, however 
casually planted, will grow and bloom 
here. Few areas in the world are blessed 
with such an ideal climate for rose grow- 
ing, but even under such favorable con- 
ditions, a careful selection of 
varieties at planting time proves most 
rewarding. 

The gentle rain and high humidity so 
prevalent in the Pacific Coast area is 
often the bane of the ruse. not the boon. 
Certain varieties of roses. for example 
those which have fifty or more petals, 
may fail to open properly under such 
moist conditions. These varieties. espe- 
cially if the petal texture is thin, will ball 
and hang on the plant in an unsightly 
manner. Other varieties which need high 
temperatures to produce good color may 
show pale. muddy blooms in spring. 
Roses described in glowing terms in the 
catalogs as creamy buff or light apri- 
cot may often fall in this class. In mak- 
ing a selection of roses for the Pacific 
Northwest, the gardener would do well 
to keep these two types of failures in 
mind: heavy petalage and weak 
color.

There are many roses which do espe- 
cially well in the area. For those grow- 
ers who want both exhibition blooms and 
easily grown roses. the following will 
provide both: 

Tue Doctor is a large sweet, candy- 
pink rose which is noted for its fra- 
grance. 

Suow Girt is a prima donna with long, 
tapering. rich pink blooms. It is 
vigorous and floriferous. 

Rupatyat is a cerise pink, broad- 
petaled rose with a rich damask perfume. 

ENA HARKNESS proves that, with roses. 
the regional value is important. Regard- 
less of national rating, ENA HARKNEss is 
an ideal red rose for the Pacific North- 
west. The color is a true, rich red, never 
changing in hot sun or rainy weather. 

Crimson Gory, still the favorite red 
rose of the country in general, can be 
great and often is. Mildew is sometimes 
a problem with this variety and the hot 
sun occasionally scorches the color. De- 
spite these drawbacks, Crimson GLory 
is a Pacific Northwest favorite.

McGrepy’s YELLow has stood the test 
of the years despite the fact that good 
yellow roses are difficult to find. 

Mrs. Sam McGrepy is another old- 
timer which, through sheer merit, has 
remained on the nurserymen’s lists. The 
rich salmon color, the wonderful reddish 
new foliage and the beautiful form of 
the bloom have endeared this Irish lady 
to the rose growers’ hearts. 

Virco, a very new white rose, seems 
destined for a great future. It is truly 
a snow-white color, the plant is shapely 
and the blooms come frequently, occa- 
sionally being of exhibition size. White 
roses generally seem to have foliage trou- 
ble in the Pacific Coast area. and sus- 
ceptibility to mildew is often the decid- 
ing factor in growing or discarding a 
white variety. Virco seems less troubled 
with the disease than most whites. 

Tatty Ho is a popular new husky rose 
for the Pacific Northwest. The color is a 
two-toned terra cotta and cerise, a strik- 
ing combination. 

Peace, the rose of the century, should 
be grown by every rose beginner if only 
to prove that anyone can grow roses. 

BURNABY. a creamy 
rose from Canada. shows great promise 
as an exhibition rose. The heavy texture 
of its petals makes it a long-lasting rose 
and their imbrication gives it ideal form 
for the show.

For the South... 
by BEN ARTHUR DAVIS 


HILE OCTOBER IS TOO EARLY to 

plant roses in the South, it is defi- 

nitely not too early to select loca- 
tions, prepare the beds, make up planting 
lists and decide on replacements to be 
made. 

In the South our planting season ex- 
tends from November to March. While in 
the Upper South some gardeners prefer 
waiting until late winter or very early 
spring to plant roses, early planting is 
advised for other November and 
December time for the 
plants to make considerable root devel- 
opment and become well established be- 
fore spring arrives.

Prepare the bed for your roses several 
weeks before planting. if practical. Spade 
down to fifteen inches or more, mixing in 
about 3 pounds of good plant food ser 
100 square feet of bed. Liberal quanti- 
ties of leafmold or peatmoss will help 
most soils, especially if they tend to be 
stiff. If unable to prepare the bed at 
least three weeks before planting. hold 
out the plant food and sprinkle it on top 
of the ground after the planting is com- 
pleted. Root growth begins immediately 
after planting, and unless the plant food 
has been in the soil long enough to be-

Loosestrifes 


@ So many inquiries have reached this 
desk during the past two months about 
loosestrifes that a few words about their 
culture and a new variety may not be 
out of place. First. as to culture: there 
seems to be an impression that loose- 
strifes can only be grown where an 
abundance of moisture is constantly 
available to the plants. It is true. of 
course, that they do best along a stream 
side or on the margin of a pool. but they 
give good results in humus- 
filled soil in some shade or in full sun if 
the hose is turned their way occasionally. 
Enough for culture. 

Of late years. lywthrum Morven Pink 
has, with reason, been the standard by 
which all other loosestrifes are judged. 
Using it as a criterion, it may be said 
on the basis of received here 
(I have not seen the plant) that Jackson 
& Perkins’ (Newark, New York) new 
variety. BRIGHTNESS, is in for much popu- 
larity. It is said to get about 30 inches 
tall, with a bushier growth than MorpeN 
Pink and with flowers of a larger size 
and a brighter shade of pink—all of 
which should make it a highly useful 
cut flower during July and part of Au- 
gust.°

Use Your Leaves 


[From pace 31] carrying carts that fold 
up when not in use. Any one of them 
makes leaf-toting almost fun. 

An ordinary wheelbarrow with its 
shallow tray won't hold too many leaves. 
However, since weight is no problem. 
there’s nothing to prevent you from build- 
ing a wire frame for the top which will 
allow you to quadruple the amount of 
leaves you can carry in a wheelbarrow. 
If you don’t want to go to the trouble of 
making such a rack, they are available- 
all ready to attach to your own barrow. 

Now that we have gathered and car- 
ried our leaves, what are we going to do 
with them? One of the best places you 
can dump them is on the compost heap. 
If you have a lot of leaves, you might 
even want to make a separate bin for 
leaves alone. will break down 
fairly quickly if they are kept constantly 
moist and you add some compost acti- 
vator. They should be ready for use in 
several months, only they won't be leaves 


I zeaves 


any more; they will have become leaf- 
mold compost—one of the best things 


you can add to your soil. 
| But leaves don’t have to be composted 
| to be useful. They make excellent winter 
mulches for shrubs and perennials. The 
best time to apply a mulch to perennials 
is after the ground has frozen. You'll 
also have to be careful when applying 
to make sure that the plants stay com- 
pletely covered all winter and you will

have to remove the mulch just before 
they start growing in the spring. Also, 
use leaves that remain fluffy and don’t 
become soggy. 

When mulching shrubs, though, the 
mulch can -be applied almost anytime, 
and the mulch won’t have to be removed 
in the spring. 

Making good use of your leaves is 
sound garden practice. In time you will 
come to welcome them each fall as money 
in your pocket. 


From The Mail Bag 


I've received word of a new. lawn 
sweeper introduced this year by Savage 
Arms Corporation called the Sweep- 
LAWN. One of the engineering features 
incorporated in the two models—with 
24- and 30-inch sweeps—is an inclined 
hopper pan to keep the load from spill- 
ing out. Other features on this sweeper 
are fire-resistant brushes and a mildew- 
resistant duck hopper bag. 

The Sweep-O-Matic sweeper made 
by Lambert, Inc., can be used for two 
purposes. The sweeping mechanism can 
be detached from the front and the large 
hopper used as a garden cart. This 
sweeper also has a plastic wind apron 
that attaches over the hopper and keeps 
the leaves where they belong on windy 
days. 

If yours is a large place and pushing 
a handsweeper might be too much, the 
PARKER concern makes both hand- and 
gasoline-powered models. They also 
manufacture the Fotp-A-Way lawn cart 
which holds five bushels of leaves. 

A real handy little “extra” for carting 
leaves is the BARRow Basket. This is a 
folding wire basket arrangement that at- 
taches to a standard metal wheelbarrow. 
You can increase the meager leaf-carry- 
ing ability of an ordinary wheelbarrow so 
that it has the capacity of 174% bushels. 
It’s made by the Pope Mfg. Co. 

The very latest in leaf mulchers is the 
Roto-Lear MuLCHER attachment for the 
Rote-Cutter mower. The blades create 
extra suction and chop the leaves very 
fine. 

The best way to have your composted 
leaves is nicely ground and shredded. 
In the past, a compost shredder was way 
out of the order for home gardeners. 
Now. though, there are smaller units 
made specially for the home composter. 
One is the W-W Grinper. This machine 
will handle tough organic matter wet or 
dry and will mix and grind it fine enough 
for seedings flats. 

When mulching perennials this fall, 
you certainly want to mark them so they 
won't be trampled on over the winter. 
An excellent new marker that has come 
to my attention is one made by the Goet- 
TING company. This is precision made, 
noncorrosive, fadeproof and, most im- 
portant when used over the winter, 
weatherproof.—WILLIAM L. MEACHEM

The Problem Slope 


[From pace 35] line level as_illus- 
trated in the diagram on page 34. 

A drop of 1 foot in 10 feet is not steep. 
Grass could easily be maintained on it 
and water would flow gently over it. 
Difficult grades are those that run 15 or 
more feet in 100 feet. 

On steep slopes soil washes off to 
lower ground. Several means are used 
to hold the soil. Rocks and stones offer 
a good solution. They are merely em- 
bedded close together in the slope and 
the spaces between planted. Heavy 
planks or railroad ties can be laid length- 
wise across the slope. 

The distance between the rows of logs 
or planks will depend upon the degree 
of slope and its length. Where the slope 
has a l-foot drop in 3 feet, they are 
placed 8 to 10 feet apart; if steeper, 6 
to 8 feet. The logs or planks are held in 
place by long pegs driven into the slope 
and nailed to the logs. 

Shrubs planted across the slope in soil 
pockets will catch and hold water and 
provide an_ effective Pocket 
planting does not look orderly at first 
but it is a method of 
slopes as it does not require so much 
topsoil, Pockets are spaced 2 feet apart 
across the slope in rows spaced 3 feet 


covering. 


good securing 


apart. The pockets are alternated in a 
checkerboard effect and planted with 
shrubs. 


To prevent washing of topsoil on 
newly graded slopes it is a good prac- 
tice to put a heavy layer of salt hay be- 
tween the newly set plants. The salt hay 
behaves as a mulch and, in addition to 
aiding in weed control, it increases the 
absorption capacity of soil beneath it. 

Retaining walls add to the appearance 
of the property. They are expensive but 
give a maximum of level area on a hill- 
property. Naturally their cost de- 
pends upon the material used, the ex- 
tent of construction and whether the 
construction is done by a_ professional 
or by yourself. 

In the course of any grading opera- 
tion as many existing trees as possible 
should be saved. The age, health and 
variety of tree must be considered in de- 
termining how much fill can be placed 
over the roots without killing the tree. 
Blanket recommendations cannot be 
made, but a properly constructed tree 


side 


well will save trees where fill even 
in excess of three feet is required. 
Similarly, where new grades must be 


dropped, exposing the roots of a tree, it 
is possible to build a retaining wall 
around the tree. In either case the ad- 
vice of tree experts is invaluable. 

In designing your home grounds, 
grading is secondary in importance only 
to the orientation of your house on the 
property, and while drainage is your first 
consideration, grading can also make 
your property more interesting.”

Background 


[From PAGE 37] fences for this reason. 
Trellises must be used cautiously and be 
vine-covered, but like fences they have 
the distinct advantage of taking up hardly 
any ground space. 

The drawings on pages 36 and 37 
show backgrounds against which you 
might stage your flowers. They fill the 
five requirements noted earlier. 

Each of the backgrounds has an inter- 
esting skyline, contains a dominant tex- 
ture for unity and has balance. It is 
not an accident that the outlines of the 
beds complement the background. 


Building Your Background 


It is not difficult to install or build a 
fence, and if you select a hedge for 
your background there is certainly no 
problem involved. Hedge plants are 
spaced 2 feet apart in a trench of well- 
prepared soil. A temporary fence may 
be needed behind the young hedge for 
barrier purposes. while a good perma- 
nent wire mesh fence may be in order if 
your border is along a_ property-line 
boundary. 

Mixed shrubs present a more delicate 
planting and design problem. Space 
them so that they will eventually touch 
each other, but not crowd. and set them 
irregularly with low shrubs grouped in 
front of the higher background material. 
Limit yourself to four or five varieties. 

While it may not be possible to pre- 
vent background plants from. stealing 
some nutrients and moisture from the 
flower border, precautions can be taken 
to keep root competition with the flower- 
ing plants to a minimum. Fortunately, 
most shrubs or trees suitable for clipped 
hedges are deep rooted and compete 
very little. To be on the safe side a 2- 
or 3-foot path between the hedge plant- 
ing and the back edge of the flower 
border is a good stunt. It will also pro- 
vide working space and will be hidden 
from view by the flowering plants. A 
mechanical barrier of railroad ties. con- 
crete blocks or old flagstone sunk 2-feet 
deep in the ground between the hedge 
and the border is a sure way of avoiding 
root competition from such gross feed- 
ers as California privet. 

Suggested plant materials for hedges 
and informal background plantings are 
listed in the chart on page 37. All need 
sunlight. Some will provide a floral dis- 
play in addition to having clean foliage 
and winter interest. 

Background planting time is now. Re- 
design existing shrub plants or obtain 
new material. Remember, it is never too 
late to build a background. It requires 
time for the shrubs and hedges to ma- 
ture, but three years after planting them 
your choice delphiniums, foxgloves, hy- 
brid teas, peonies, poppies. ete., will have 
a background to show them off.¢

|From pace 32| of blood lines due 
to intensive breeding, daffodils were re- 
classified a few years ago. They are now 
grouped as trumpet daffodils, large- 
cupped daffodils. small-cupped daffo- 
dils, double, triandrus, cyclamineus.

For a good display next spring it is 
important that bulbs be planted as 
soon as possible—September and early 
October is best. The daffodils that are 
planted early will have longer stems 
and larger blooms than those planted 
later. The bulbs should have time to 
develop roots before the ground freezes. 

While daffodils do like plenty of 
moisture. they do not like locations 
that are apt to be soggy most of the 
winter. Plant the bulbs about 5 or 6 
inches deep and about the same dis- 
tance apart in soil to which peatmoss 
or compost, pulverized manure and 
bonemeal have been added. It is not 
necessary to plant more than three to 
five bulbs of a variety together. This will 
produce a nice clump next spring. 

Here’s a word of caution: never re- 
move the daffodil foliage after flower- 
ing in the spring; it is the foliage that 
manufactures the food for the bulb.©

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Tulips for Mass Planting 


[From pace 33] to the great pains 
taken by our grandparents to achieve 
constantly colorful flower beds. I once 
had. a colleague who kept tabs on the 
number of times the beds in London’s 
Hyde Park were changed during one 
growing season in the early 1900's. He 
assured me that there had been at least 
thirteen complete changes! 

Far be it from me to advocate a return 
to the fashions of the gay nineties; what 
I have in mind are the formal beds 
that grace some patios, the narrow 
borders leading up to the front door or 
any similar situations that would 
spond to formal treatment. This ad- 
mittedly requires meticulous work, but 
my belief that there are many gardeners 
who do not mind taking pains to achieve 
a desired result has been ‘bolstered by 
the recent receipt of a letter from a 
reader scolding me for not insisting on 
the preparation of the soil to a depth of 
3 or 4 feet for peony planting, rather 
than the skimpy 20 to 22 inches that I 
was willing to settle for. 


re- 


Technique for Mass Planting 


Because of the need for accurate ver- 
tical and lateral spacing of the bulbs 
in bedding-out, the technique of planting 
is somewhat different from that usually 
adopted. Here’s how it’s done. If the bed 
to be planted is a rectangle 20 feet long 
and 4 feet wide, the first step is to di- 


vide it into four sections. each 5 feet 
long. Mark the divisions with stakes 


along both sides of the bed. Then, start- 
ing at one end with the first section, dig 
out the soil to a depth of 6 inches. 

If you have a cart capable of holding 
10 cubic feet of soil, shovel the earth 
directly into it and forget it for awhile. 
If a large cart is not available, it may be 
necessary to make several trips with the 
wheelbarrow from the first section to 
the end of the bed. If the bed is ad- 
jacent to a paved or concrete walk. the 
soil-moving can be done in one operation 


by shoveling the upper 6 inches onto 
the walk, treating the subsoil. leveling, 


planting and then returning the to: soil. 
If the soil was manured the preceding 


spring, scatter 1 pound of bonemeal or 
superphosphate (this is at the rate of | 


5 pounds to 100 square feet) evenly over 
the floor of the excavation and fork it 
into the soil, mixing it to a depth of 6 
inches. If the soil is in poor tilth and 
lacking in organic matter, instead of this 
treatment spread a 2-inch layer of thor- 


oughly rotted manure, compost. sedge 
peat, peatmoss or commercial humus 


plus 12 ounces of fertilizer with an anal- 
ysis of 4-12-4 or thereabouts. Dig this 
into the soil so that none of it is visible. 
Make soil firm by tramping and rake it 
to get it fine and make it level. 

The next job is to mark the spaces 
where the bulbs are to go. If the 4-foot

by 20-foot bed is to be planted with 
tulips, the bulbs should be spaced 6 
inches apart in rows 6 inches apart. If 
follow-up plants are to be used, the 


| bulbs should be spaced 9 inches apart 


each way. Probably the most convenient 
way of spacing these bulbs is to use a 
marker, which can be made from 1-inch 
by 2-inch pine. Since the tulips are to be 
planted in a bed 4 feet wide, cut the pine 
to a length of 3% feet. Assuming that 
we are providing for 6-inch spacing bore 
a hole in the center of the stick and in- 
sert a peg, such as those from an old 
wooden rake. Place three pegs 6 inches 
apart on each side of the center one. 


To mark the first row, place the marker 


| parallel with the 4-foot end of the bed 


and 9 inches inside of it, and press the 
teeth in. Along the 5-foot sides of the 
bed mark the outer holes of the remain- 
ing eight rows of the section. This is 
done by placing the marker parallel 
with the side with the end just covering 


| the outer hole of the first row. With the 


marker in this position place a stake at 
the far end. This marks the last row 
of the section. Using the holes along the 
sides as guides, mark last 8 rows. 


When the first section is marked, press 
a bulb gently in the soil (14 inch is deep | 
enough) at each marking. Now comes 
the most ticklish part of the whole job— | 
that of transferring 6 inches of soil from 
the next section. This must be done care- 
fully to avoid toppling the bulbs over 
or knocking them out of place. 

When the first batch of bulbs is 
covered (9 rows, 7 in each row) you can 
prepare the second section for planting 
in the same manner as the first, being 
careful to measure exactly 6 inches 
from the stakes marking the last 
of the preceding planting. Continue this 
procedure until the end of the bed is 
reached. Use the soil which has been 
waiting in the trailer cart for covering 
the final batch of bulbs. 


row 


In regions where the winters are mild 
ground covers and follow-up plants may 
be set out as soon as the bulbs are 
covered; otherwise it is better to leave 
them in the coldframe until the follow- 
ing spring. 

If planting a combination of bulbs 
which must be planted at different 
depths such as crocus or chionodoxa and 
tulip, first cover the tulips with 3 inches 
of soil, set the small bulbs and then put 
on the remaining soil. If the bulb plant- 
ing is crowded it is better to forego any 
follow-up planting. 

The possible combinations are endless. 
Therefore, 'd suggest that you sit down 
with a catalog of a bulb specialist in 
your hand and design your own plant- 
ings. Most of the catalogs will list the 
bulbs, giving height, color and time of 
bloom.®

{From pace 41] It is next to impossible 
to bring sickly plants back to health. 
Rough handling. This factor takes a 
heavy toll in many homes, especially 
those with children. Despite the fact 
that African violets are tough, they won't 
survive rough treatment indefinitely. 

Potting in unsterilized soil. Such soil 
quite often contains nematodes. micro- 
scopic worms that attack the roots and 
sometimes the leaves of a plant. 

Over-watering. The soil should be 
kept cool and damp but never so wet 
that it loses its structure. African vio- 
lets should not be kept flooded as many 
persons believe. The roots must have 
access to the air in the soil. The Whit- 
fields follow the practice of watering 
from below, not from the top; this keeps 
the crown of the plant as dry as possible. 

Sanitation and cleanliness are the se- 
crets to the Whitfields’ success. When 
a plant is transplanted. it is put in a 
recently disinfected pot. and the one 
from which it was taken is then thor- 
oughly disinfected. For this job a strong 
detergent is used. followed by a rinsing 
in water containing chlorox. 

“Another necessary job is that of steri- 
lizing each ingredient of the soil mixture. 
Mrs. Whitfield performs this task in her 
own kitchen oven, using a large turkey 
roaster. The material is sprinkled thor- 
oughly, the roaster cover is put on and 
the soil or other material is steam steri- 
lized at 200° for 2 hours. After it cools 
and dries. it is run through a 14-inch 
mesh hardware cloth. 

Mrs. Whitfield recommends the follow- 
ing soil mixture for African violets: 2 
parts of ordinary garden soil. 2 parts of 
leafmold taken from the woods. 2 parts 
of neutral peat. 144 parts of very fine 
sand and \% part of vermiculite. 

The ingredients of the potting mixture 
are combined after everything has been 
sterilized and sifted. Then one heaping 
teaspoon of steam-processed bonemeal is 
added to each quart of the mixture. 

This hobby has turned out to be more 
than a full time job for Mrs. Whitfield 
but she has loved every minute of it. Per- 
haps the pleasure and success that she’s 
experienced in raising African violets 
may encourage FLOWER GROWER readers 
to enjoy this hobby. too.¢
